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Tue Peking Gazette of the 8th March 
contains two memorials which throw 
fresh light on the pressure of taxation 
tbat is weighing on the country. We 
called attention some time ago to the 
declaration of the Governor of Sze- 
chuen, that he could wring no more 
money out of the people except by a 
forced contribution—a device which is 
supposed to be resorted to only in caso 
of extraordinary need; and when we 
learn that a double Jand-tax is among 
the burdens which have been laid upon 
the province, we can scarcely be sur- 
prised at tho assertion. Tho oxtraor- 
dinary sources of revenue to which the 
Chinese ‘Government resorts in cases 
of extromity are said by Dr. Williams 
to be “the sale of offices and honours, 
temporary increase of duties, and 
demands for contributions from wealthy 
merchants and landholders.” It is 


i] admitted that the first may now be 


regarded rather as a permanent than a 
temporary expedient to make up defi- 
ciencies; but not only is it in fall 
operation at the present moment, but 
taxation basalso been raised to its utmost 
; and in one province at least the 
ultimate resort of a forced contribution 
was resorted to, last year, when there 
was no other canse than the wasteful

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and remote war insthe North-west to 
justify the step. Neither is it the 
taxation actually authorised which re- 
presents the worst of the case, It is 
the peculation which attends the col- 
lection of every tax, that the people 
have more especially to complain of. 
A report in the Gazette of the 8th Mi 
last year, with especial referenco to 
Szechuen, showed that, “for every one 
tael- of Imperially fixed laud and grain 
tax, extra collections to the extent of 
‘Tls.-7 or 8 ate made ;” and thongh the 
Governor-General had plausible excuses 
to put forward, he could not deny the 
fact. Expenses of collection, loss upon 
exchange, local public works, &o., are 
among + the reasons given for the 
exactions ;’and it is easy to ‘understand 
how people whose chief aim in lifo is 
to feather their own nests, contrive to 
make these’ various pleas a ground for 
demanding sums largely in excess of 
the actual requirements, or of the sums 
which roach even the provincial Trea- 
eury., The fact evidently is that the 
nominal revenue of China is only a 
fraction of the real collections ; and 
tho want of a proper coinage is one of 
the causes of harm, as the collectors 
are able to uso the plea of having to 
pay in sycee silver, as an excuse for 
indefinite charges to cover the conver- 
sion of cash and produce into the re- 
quited modiam. 

‘Turning now to the second memorial, 
wo find the Governor of Yiiunan re. 
marking that, of late years, the receipts 
from lekin in the province are daily 
declining—a result which he ascribes 
chiefly to the depopulated condition of 
the province and tho slackness of trade. 
But these are conditions which should 
have improved, instead of getting worse, 
during recent years. ‘The excuse would 
have been plausible during the time of 
the Rebellion, when Mohamedans and 
Imporinlists were massacring each other 
with the characteristic truculence of 
half-civilized races, and trade was 
necessarily hindered by the danger of 
plunder to which goods were continually 
exposed. But things should have 
changed since the restoration of peace, 
and both the movement of trade and 
the condition of the exchequer should 
havo gone on improving under intel- 
ligent government. If the reverse is 
the case, we can only conclude that, in 
Yiinnan as elsowhere, taxation is 
hanipering trade to the extent of re- 
preision; and that the receipts aro 
falling off because the movement of 
commerce is lessening under the op- 
pression, Wastefal in its expenditure 
upon forts, ships, and warlike material, 
which will not enable it to compete 








seriously with even a third-rate 
European power; mean to the extent 
of inbumanity when dealing with a 
calamity like the famine in Shantung— 
the Chinese Government oppresses with- 
out protecting or helping the people, 
and cannot be surprised that it reaps 
the reward of -dislike and irritation 
with which it—or rather the great official 
oligarchy which fattens upon the 
country—is regarded. Ignorant of the 
first rudiments of political economy, it 
exhausts some, and leaves undeveloped 
others, of thé ‘resources of one of the 
finest countries in the world, inhabited 
by @ race than which none is more 
fragal, persevering, aud capable, under 
proper government;*of bringing these 
resources to a high point of develop- 
ment. Under a strong and enlightened 
Government, China would be one of the 
richest countries in the world; under 
the presont system, it will always: be a 
hotbed of rebellion and discontent.

‘The French mail of the 9th February 
arrived Tuesday, by the M.M. str.

‘Tho annual meeting of sharcholders in 
the S. 8. N, Co, was held Friday. The 
report and accounts show a profit-on the 
year’s working of Tis. 178,925, besides Tis. 
20,194 which the agents had repaid for 
defaications perpetrated by T. W. Eckfeldt. 
‘Tls.157,500 had been distributed as a divid- 
end to Shareholders, and Tis. 29,891 carried 
to Reserve.—Messrs. F. B. Forbes, Boll, 
Wood, H. de ©. Forbes, and P. Maclean, 
were elected Directors (and to act as a 
Comnnittee of liquidation) for the ensuing 
year.—It was announced that the Chinese 
have already paid Tls. 1,245,000, on account 
of their purchase of the Company's plant ; 
and that a return of Tis. 70 a share would 
be made to shareholders, on the 26th 
instant.—It was agreed that Messrs. 
Russell & Co. should receive 3} per cent. 
on all payments as a remuneration for 
winding-up the Company; thst sum to 
include commission on the sale, and the 
cost of office work. There remain legal 
expenses, and two doubtful claims, 
viz., certain fees claimed on behalf of 
the U. S. Government for transfer of 
the ships, and a claim on behali of the 
Harbour authorities of Ardrossan for the 
cost of removing the wreck of the Chusan 
—both of which are disputed. 

The “Chusan was built at Glasgow 
for the S.S. N. Company's river trade, 
but was driven on the rocks at Ardrossan 
during a gale, and wrecked on her way 
out. The present suit is instituted by the 
Earl of Eglinton as trustee of the Ardrossan 





‘Harbour Works, for the cost of removing 








the wreck. The case was -tried in the 
Exchequer Division of the High Court of 
Tustice, and the Jury. by! the Iudge’s 
direction, gave a verdict for the plaintiff 
with £11,531 damages.—This decision has 
been appealed from, and is thought likely 
to be reversed. 

The annual meeting of No. 1 Company 
of the S."V. ©. was held Monday, at the 
Main Guard. From the report of the 
Committee it appeared that during the year 
11 members:had joined and 7 resigned. 
The total strength of the Company was 
now 33. The Challerige Cup had been 
paid for, and it was expected to be out 
beforethe next competition forit takes place. 
At the end of the year there was a balance 
due to the treasurer of $12.60, which, 
however, has since been met ; and there is 
now a small balance in hand. The Com- 
mittee” recommended that, in accordance 
withRule21, Mr. Peter Maclean, the former 
‘captain of the Company, be elected an 
honorary member. This suggestion was 
unanimously adopted. With a view to in- 
crease the efficiency of the Company, the 
Committee suggested an addition to the 
rules; to the effect that it should be com- 
pulsory upon all ‘members to attend 
whatever course of class-fring should be 
ordered ‘by the’ officer ‘in command of the 
battalion. There was not a sufficient 
number of members presont to alter or add 
to tho rules; and, therefore, no practical re- 
sult came of the suggestion, but the general 
feeling of the meeting seemed to be in 
favour of its’adoption. It was suggested 
that the matter should be considered at a 
meeting to be called after the next general 
parade. Sergeants Sharpe, Miller, and 
Cory were elected on the Committes for 
the ensuing year. 

A meeting ‘of tho North-China Branch 
of the Royal Asiatic Society was held on 
‘Monday evening. Mr. T. W. Kingsmill, 
the President, occupied the chair, and 
there were about twenty persons present. 
Dr. Macgowan exhibited two fine specimens 
of Chinese caligraphy, of the running-hand 
style, both being much admired. Mr. G. 0, 
Stent read-an exhaustive and interesting 
paper on ‘Chinese Eunuchs,” and the Pre~ 
sident read a paper by the Rev. John Ross, 
“Notes on the Liaou River.” Votes of 
thanks were passed to each gentleman for 
their papers, but no discussion on either 
took place. 

‘The annual meeting of members of the 
Shanghai Rowing Club was held Tuesday 
evening, attheLowerBoat-house, Therewas 
alarge attendance. It wasexplained that the 
Upper Boathouse liad now been completed, 
and the grounds tastefully laid out with 
facilities for quoits, tennis, &c. The total 
cost had exceeded Tis. 2,000, and this lango 
outlay had somewhat temporarily crippled 
the Club financially, at the close of the 
year there being a balance of Tis. 44 due 
to the treasurer. There was now a good 
average number of members, and the usual 
number of new members was expected; 50 
that, coupled with the fact that nothing - 
would be required for repairs to the boat 
houses, a surplus would soon accrue, and it 
is proposed to devote it to the purchase of 
new boats. It was resolved to sell the

motion was carried in favour of the aprix 
regatta being held on the river not later 
than the middle of May. As anew feature, 
efforts are being made to, get up a four- 
cared race between taipans, shipping clerks, 
book-keepers, and bankers ; and Crews are 
already arranged if they will only consent, 
to compete. Mr. J. I. Miller was elected 
an honorary member of the Club, and 
‘Messrs. Westall, Muller, Glass, Addis, and 
Mackenzie were chosen a Committee for 
the ensuing year. 

The annual meeting of the Cricket Club 
was held last evening. ‘The accounts 
showed a balance in hand of Tis. 200.39. 
It was agreed to renew the lease of the 
ground from the Recreation Fund, at the 
old rent.—Eleven matches had been played 
during the year. Mr. St: Croix had won 
the Cup presented by the Flying Squadron 
for the best batting average during the 
Year, with an average of 28.2 runs.—Messrs. 
Bell, Forbes, Holliday, Johnston, Manson, 
Starkey, and St. Croix were elected a Com- 
mitteo for the ensuing year. 

The Hankow Municipal Council are going 
to open a Post office at that port, and have 
agreed with the Shanghai Council for the 
mutual distribution of correspondence.— 
In view of the uncertainty as to the future 
Tine of the Seward road, and the proximity 
of the oxisting road past'the gasometer, the 
Council do’ not think the present time 
opportune for the extension of the Yuen- 
fong’‘road.-Mote' lainps are'to’be erected 
at the’‘western’ end: of Canton road:— 
‘Tenders for bunding certain’ portions of the 
‘Yang-King-pang creek ‘are’ to be invited: 

‘Tho Frénch Municipal Council have re- 
ceivéd intimation from the Gas Company, 
that ‘the capital ‘of the Company’has been 
raised to Tis. 50,000, and that a reduction 
of 2 cents: per cubic metre will: be-made, 
after the’ Ist-March, on the price of gas 
consumed by the Municipality:—The prico 
at which a strip of Jand belonging to Mr. 
‘Webb, on ‘the Quai'des Remparts, shall 
be purchased; is to’ be decided by arbitra- 
tion.—The Council approve the suggestion 
that a document shall-be drawn up, defining 
the'powers of the General Hospital Trus- 
tees, and delegate Mr. Rennie to confer 
with Mr. Wainewright for that purpose.— 
‘A renewal for five years of the lease of the 
building occupied as the Eastern Police 
Station, is authorised: 

An Amateur performance of Haydn's 
great oratorio “The Creation” was given 
at the Masonic Hall, Friday evening. The 
proceeds of the concert are to be devoted 
to the purchase of a new organ for the 
Cathedral. 

‘The ordinary meeting and entertain- 
ment at the Temperance Hall was held 
last evening. There was a crowded 
audience. The opportunity was taken to 
present a farewell address to the Rev. J. 
‘Thomas, Vice-President of the Temperance 
Society, who is leaving Shanghai. The 
presentation was made by Mr. C. P. 
Blethen, the President, on behalf of the 
members and friends, and Mr. Thomas 
suitably replied —The programme was 
also an unusually attractive one, com- 
prising a solo on the violoncello by Dr. 
Zachari, reading by R. W. Little, Esq., 
song by Dr. McCarthey, and flute solo by 
Mr. W. B. Loam, &c., &- 





‘A telegram has been received, stating 
that the University Boat. Race. was rowed 
on Saturday last, and resulted -in a dead 
heat. 

‘There seems to. be. a fatality attach- 
ing to Volunteer Parades. . As certainly as 
one is called, so certainly almost does it 
rain on the day-named. A parade called 
for Friday was again postponed on account 
of the bad weather. : 

As usual, the Banks and all public offices 
are to be closed- on Good Friday, 
Saturday, and Easter Monday,—the 30th 
and Sist inst., and the 2nd- proximo. 
The offices of the Supreme Court will 
also be closed on the same dates, with 
the addition of Tuesday. 

Yesterday, at the Police Court, before 
R.A. Mowat,. Esq., the charge against 
W. H. Shaw, for larceny, in unlawfully 
obtaining Tis.--5,800, Kiukiang currency, 
belonging to Messrs. Butterfield and Swire, 
was partly investigated. Mr. Wainewright 
appeared for the prosecution, and Mr. 
Rennie for the defence. The case so far 
has occupied three hours. in hearing, and 
stands adjourned till to-day for the supple- 
menting .of evidence, in order to allow 
certain witnesses to return to Kiukiang and 
Hankow. A further adjournment till next 
Wednesday, for the completion of the case, 
was consented to on the application of the 
accused's counsel.—Accused was admitted 
to bail, himself in $1,000, and_two sureties 
in $500 each. 

‘A brutal attempt to murder was made on 
Saturday evening, in a house at the rear of 
the French Police Station. A Chineso 
soldier went to the house, and a quarrel 
arose between him. and a native woman 
living there. The soldier became very 
violent, and a man in- the neighbourhood 
interfered to protect the woman; and 
nearly at the same time a native Municipal 
constable also arrived. Thé soldier sud- 
denly drew a sword he was carrying, and 
began cutting and slashing at the three 
people, inflicting serious injuries on all of 
them. Not content with this, ho stabbed 
the neighbour in the breast, inflicting, it is 
feared, a fatal wound ; and afterwards made 
his escape into the city. 

A seaman named Henry Jones died 
suddenly in the-Sailors’ Home, of which 
he was an inmate, on Thursday night. It 
appears he left the Home some time during 
the day, and returned shortly before four 
o'clock much intoxicated. He had been seen 
to drink six or seven large glasses of raw 
spirits rapidly one after the other, in com- 
pany with some seamen on liberty from 
ships in harbour. On entering the Home, 
he lay down, and almost immediately be- 
came unconscious. Mr. Bowen, the Super- 
intendent, was at once called, and sent for 
Dr. Johnston, who attended in a few 
minutes and applied the usual remedies in 
such circumstances, but to no purpose, for 
deceased never recovered consciousness, 
and died about nine o'clock the same night. 
Next morning, a post mortem examina 
tion was made by Drs. Johnston and 
Henderson, the result leaving no doubt 
that death was caused by excessive drinking, 
though it is said that deceased was not an 
habitual drunkard. Deceased was about 
50 years of age, and was to have been 
shipped or board the Inverness. Ho formerly 





delonged-to the Leander, but being injured 
by falling from aloft, was left behind. 

The four pawnbrokers who were con- 
vieted. at the Mixed. Court on the 14th - 
instant, of gambling in a house: in-the 
“Woohoo road, in company with a large 
number of others, and fined-$100 each, 
were released from. the Central . Police 
Station on Sunday, on payment of $300 - 
between them, by desire of the Assessor 
who heard the case, probably because it 
‘was fotind impossible to obtain. the $400 
from -them.—The Pekingese student, or. 
teacher, was taken Monday before the 
Mixed Court, and liberated after receiving 
a few pats on the hand.—The lodging-. 
house-keeper, who was fined $100 for 
allowing ingress to the gambling premises 
through his house, is still in custody ; it is 
believed to be unlikely that he can pay the 
fine. 

The workmen have commenced the de- 
molition of the well-known old premises 
belonging to the late firm of Augustine 
Heard and Co., on the Bund, in place of 
which aro to be built two hongs of a much 
more pretentious style of architecture. 
‘Whit is of more account, the long- 
needed improvement of .the serpentine 
portion of the Nanking road, on which the ,. 
present premises abut, will now be carried 
out, and a source of continual incon- - 
venience to treific removed. 

‘A list has been published of subscrip- 
tions (amounting to $693.30) received by 
‘Meisrs. Thomson, Farnham, and Thomas, , 
for the. benefit of the Refugees at th 
South’ Gate.—The Refugees, wo under- 
stand, will leave for their homes in a few 
days, carrying with them, it is to be hoped, 
the remembrance of much kindness, As 
soon as possible afterwards, the accounts 
will be closed, audited, and published. 

‘We'mentioned a few days ago some of 
the reductions that would: be effected by 
Hongkong joining the Postal Union. A 
Subsequent circular from the Post. Master 
General notes one or two cases of increase, 
‘The charge on letters to the Straits and 
India, for instance, by whatever oppor- 
tunity, will in future be 12 cents per 4 oz. 
—Ietters from the Southern ports of 
China to the United States, vid San Fran- 
cisco, will also be 12 cents. Books will be 
charged at a uniform 2 oz, tariff to all 
parts of the world. Circulars may be 
treated either as newspapers or. books. If 
the former they will be charged per copy; 
if the latter so much per 2 oz. 

The cable between Nagasaki and Viadi- 
vostock is again broken. ‘The H. C. Orsted 
left yesterday, to repair it. 

The new steamer Loudoun Castle, belong- 
ing to Messrs. Skinner & Co., and consigned 
to Messrs. Adamson, Bell & Co., arrived off 
the Lightship on Thursday night—58 hours 
from Hongkong ; the whole passage from 
the Downs occupying but 36 days 19 hours 
steaming time, being, it is believed, the 
fastest on record. 

A collision occurred Sunday morning 
between the steamers Macgregor and 
Loudoun Castle as they were crossing the 
Woosung Bar; the latter inward, tho 
former outward bound. The Loudoun Castle 
sustained damage to her rail, davits, steering 
gear, and covering board ; and unfortunately , 
ran ashore after the collision, The 
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Macgregor seems to have sustained no ma- 
terial damage, and proceeded totheRed Buoy 
where she anchored ; while Captain Newell 
returned to Shanghai to report the accident. 
He lodged a statemént of the case with 
H.B.M, Registrar of Shipping, and re- 
turned at once to his steamer in order 
to ‘prosecute his voyage to Amoy. The 
Loudoun Castle, having been safely floated 
from her unpleasant position on the mud, 
came up the river Monday, and is dis- 
charging her cargo into the Hongkew 
Amalgamated Wharves. 

‘The ropairs to H.B.M. ship Lapwing 
having been sufficiently completed, she left 
Shanghai on Monday to test her machinery 
by twelve hours’ continuous steaming. The 
trial being successful, she did not return to 
Shanghai, but continued her voyage to Na- 
gasaki, at which port the Court-martial will 
be held. 

H.B.M.’s corvette Charybdis, Captain 
T. E. Smith, took her departure from 
Shanghai yesterday, her crew having com- 
pleted a period of as nearly as possible 
three years and six months’ service on this 
station, during which time she has been 
not only a smart, but, to use Jack’s phrase, 
ahappy ship. She flew her sea pennant 
on Tuesday, on which day Captain Smith 
and the officers gave a “spread” on board 
to sundry shore friends, at the conclusion 
of which the usual farewells were taken 
and the voyagers wished a speedy and safe 
passage home, Tho Charybdis left her 
moorings opposite the Custom House 
shortly after ten o'clock yesterday morning, 
under steam, and with yards squared and 
manned, a yenturesome seaman standing 
on each of the trucks and waving a flag, 
on which giddy heights the men remained 
until’ the lower limits of the harbour were 
reached. Tho unusual spectacle was wit- 
nessed by many persons from the Bund 
and other points. ‘The vessel is in such 
splendid order that she will be kept on this 
station for at least another commission, 
which will be the third she has had, 
with but very little interval between the 
first and second. She is what is known 
in the sorvico as an economical ship, and 
of a class to which, with some improve- 
ments in material and build, the present 
Admiralty are now making several addi- 
tions. She was commissioned on each 
occasion at Sheerness, the second time 
being on the 26th Septomber, 1873. Her 
new crew will join at Hongkong, the relieved 
crew going home in the Tamar. 

‘The March number of the Far East con- 
tains an oxcellent photograph of Sir Harry 
Parkes, with a sketch of his career ; very 
‘good photographs of the Shanghai Cathedral 
and the Custom House, and one, which 
has no very particular raison détre, of the 
Municipal Polico Station, yard and fire-bell. 
The picture of a Ningpo woman is very 
well adapted to show the peculiar head- 
dress, but it was hardly necessary to select 
such an ugly face for the purzose. Ningpo 
Women are not handsome, asa rule; but a 
better specimen might have been found 
than the one given,—The letter-press con- 
tains an interesting account of a ramble 
in one of the Liu-chiu Islands ; the Prize 
Essay read last month by Mr. J. M. 
Nesbit, before the Shanghai Marine En- 

~gincers’ Institute; a Japanese legend of 








“‘Daibutz and the Whale;” and a de- 
scription (by Mr. Schmidt) of the Chineso 
custom of the ‘Death Announcement 
of a Parent.” A curious sketch is reprinted 
from. the Tokio Times of the history of the 
land now occupied by the Government 
sheep-farm near Yeddo. This was first 
laid out in the twelfth century, as pasture 
Iand for cavalry horses, and an interest- 
ing account is given of the process of 
catching the horses required each year, 
and of the holiday gathering for which 
it was made occasion. All this, however, 
has changed. “The gatherings, though still 
annually held, are only faint representa- 
tions of those of the past. The herds 
now number only hundreds where in 
former time there were thousands. Little 
is left to testify to the truth of the tradi- 
Gon except the great embankments” on 
which the people used to congregate to see 
the sport. In 1875 the Government 
resolved to start a sheep-farm, and located 
it on this old pasture ; and the experiment 
has been successful. 

‘We reprint from the Friend of India an 
article entitled “China Awakening,” which 
is written with fewer misconceptions, and 
betraysa more general knowledge of Chinese 








adairs, than are usually to be found in 
comments by foreign newspapers. Miscon- 
ceptions there are, however, arising from 
the rose-coloured view which the writer 
takes of Chineso politics ; just as any one 
would misconceive, who based his opinion 
of Chinese administration on the tone of 
the Imperial decrees in the Peking Gazette. 
For instance, it is precisely because Li’ 
troops are not paid with European regularity 
and precision, that 9,000 of them agreed to 
mutiny, last month, and that 2,000 of them 
actually have broken loose, and are roam- 
ing over the country. It may be true that 
the proper amount leaves Li Hung-chang's 
treasury, but it fails to reach the men.— 
‘The purchase of the 8.8.N. Co., again, is 
not designed to further trade; trade was 
being developed by the steamers when 
in the hands of Russell & Co. quite 
as well as it will be developed by them 
in the hands of the O.M.S.N. Co. The 
purchase was simply designed to get 
rid of so much foreign element. If Li's 
object had really been to develope the 
resources of the country, the money would 
have been far more wisely applied to inland 
works—roads, railways, &.,—which are 
still neglected ; while foreigners were left 
to do the work they were doing, on the 
coast. 

A remarkable circular has beon issued 
by the Inspector General of Customs, 
denying the truth of the statements which 
have been lately current regarding the 
negociation of Chinese loans. Loans of 
‘Tis. 2,500,000 and of Tis. 4,000,000 
have been talked of, from Japan; and 
various other loans for Fuhkien, Yunnan 
and Hupeh. It is denied that any such 
are contemplated, and it is aftirmed 
that there is no Imperial authority in any 
one’s hands to take any steps towards 
raising any Joan whatever.—We can quite 
understand that the reports which have 
been circulating, of attempts by the 
Government to raise loans here, there and 
everywhere, are felt to place it in an 
undignified position. At the same time, 
though. we are of course bound to believe 








the denial that any negociations for a 
Joan are now extant, we can hardly think 
the rumours which have been afloat were 
altogether baseless. When the fox failed 
to get the grapes, he declared they wero 
sour. The especial warning conveyed 
in the cireular, against one particular 
mandarin, makes the whole thing more 
curious. 

‘Mr. Davenport has returned from Wuhu, 
and resumed charge of the British Con- 
sulate. 

It is notified that, under the instructions 
of the United States Minister, Mr. 0. B. 
Bradford has assumed charge of the office 
of the U.S, Consulate-General. ; 

‘The Canton correspondent of the Daily 
Press says Sir Brooke Robertson is slowly 
Progressing towards convalescence, but is 
still too weak to leave his bed. 

‘We are glad to hear that the Queen has 
conferred the honor of Knighthood upon 
Mr. W. H. Medhurst, as some recognition 
of his lengthened services in China. Mr. 
‘Medhurst was aware, before leaving China, 
of the intended distinction, which is con- 
ferred we believe at tho instance of Sir 
Thomas Wade. We cannot but think it is 
a tardy and rather imporfoot: recognition of 
‘Mr. Medhurat’s deserts. Length of service 
is not in itself a claim to title; but Mr. 
Medhurst has taken an active part, during 
his ‘very long term, in many important 
episodes of our relations with China ; and 
would very probably have received a 0.B, 
for what is known as the Yangchow affair, 
but for the Burlingame fatuity which had 
seized upon the then English Government, 
His action at that time, in opening tho 
Hwei-quan barrier and asserting the force 
of Transit passes, gave an impulse to the 
import trade of Chinkeang which was 
fittingly referred to in the address pro- 
sented to him at his departure ; and, had 
his action been rewarded as it deserved, 
the distinction of K.C.B, would now have 
followed more appropriately than the simplo 
title of Knighthood which seems to havo 
been conferred upon him. Mr. Medhurst 
did not always succeed in remedying every 
grievance that was brought to his notice ; 
Dut his conduct on the occasion we have 
named, showed that ho did not lack the 
will, when he was allowed the means. The 
community of Hongkong recognised this 
fact ; and would have been only too glad to 
have seen him appointed to the Commission 
which is eventually to sit on the Blockade 
Question, We may, at least, be quite sure 
he would have taken an English view of 
that question. 

‘The Foochow Herald believes that “the 
mistake made in regard to the site of the 
Foreign Settlement at that port has beon 
repeated at Wencnow. If it is correctly 
informed, the proposed foreign quarter at 
the new port will be at least ten miles from 
the nearest anchorage for large vessels.”— 
We believe the Herald is incorrectly 
informed. Early reports on Wénchow 
pointed to a spot some distance below the 
city as the only available anchorage for 
foreign ships. We hear, however, that 
Mr. Davenport ascertained during his late 
visit that ships could quite well come up 
to the city, and accordingly selected a site 
for the British “Settlement close to the 
walls. *

‘THE CHINESE GOVERNMENT. 


Inseoms almost wonderful that the Chi- 
nese Government contrives in any way 
to maintain ite hold over the actions of 
its people. Hold on their affections 
it has not, nor does it seem at 
all anxious to seek to obtain the 
good wishes of its subjects, Doubt- 
Tess the main reason for the sta- 
bility of the present Government is 
that the people at large fear a worse. 
The Chinese aro essentially a ped- 
dling nation, and love of mouey 
without much regard for the means by 
which it is obtained, is their prominent 
characteristic, They bave had much 
experience of buth foreign and native 
government, and have not found 
the latter less corrupt than the 
various foreign dyuasties which from 
time to time have succeeded in plac- 
ing themselves at the head of af- 
fairs. The Mings, established on the 
throne as they were in obedience 
toa patriotic impulse against foreign 
domination, can scarcely be said to 
have justified tho aspirations of the 
national party. Indeed, in their later 
days, they fell into an abyss of degrada- 
tion and sensuality to which the annals 
of the Empire scarcely afford a parallel, 
and to which the vigorous, and on 
the whole upright, rule of the ea 
Manchow monarchs formed a m 
contrast. It was not, indeed, ti 
race lost its own peculiar characte 
and had submitted to Chinese influences 
and surroundings for a century and a 
half, that signs arose of the old 
corruption which marked the days of 
the Mings, and which have for the Inst 
seventy years gone on gradually in- 
creasing till the air is so fall of 
rumours, and dissatisfaction is s0 wide- 
spread that, did au opportunity present 






















iteelf, the whole nation would probably 
rise to get rid of the present incubus. 
It isa carious fact too that the Man- 
chows seem to be rapidly dying 
out, and this gradual extinction of a 
race 80 vigorous in the soventeonth 
contury, is one of those remarkable facts 
in history for which it is difficult to 
discover an explanation, It is scarcely 
that they have been intermingled with 
the Chinese, for the fusion of the races 
has been but partial. They have 
certainly not been ousted by arms, 
have they been altogether dispossessed 
in the ordinary process of immigration. 
Chinese settlers have for years been 
colonising Manchuria; and are atill 
engaged in increasing numbers in popu. 
lating the country. But they haye 
i 4 








‘The depopal 
‘Manchuria began before the Chinese 
immigration ; and there are large tracts, 
more especially along the seaboard now 
under Russian role, where the country, 
rich and fertile as it ie, is to all intents 
uninkabited. Yet, amid these unin 
habited districts, are to be found the 
remains of works indicating the former 









existence of a considerable population, 
now passed away. Indeed it would 
seem that, like the old stag of North- 
China, now surviving only in the 
Imperial Park of Nanhaitsze, the 
Manchow race is only kept alive in 
an artificial manner by the occn- 
pancy of the throne of»China by one 
of its families ; for, takeaway Manchow 
garrisons and Manchow officials, there 
would only remain here and therea few 
scattered village communities. There 
are times in anation’s history when a 
weak ruling house is accepted by all 
parties as the best possible compromise 
of competing interests, and this is the 
present condition of affairs in Chiva. As 
‘ power, the Mauchows are not worthy of 
consideration. Practically their troops 
are outmustered from one end of the 
Empire to the other. The system on 
which they are kept up is admirably 
adapted to deprive them of all soldierly 
pride ; whilo the real military duties of 
the Empire are discharged by Chinese 
teoops. To still farther complicate 
this condition of affairs, the Emperor 
for sixteen years has been a minor, 
and uo personal goveruince can be 
looked forward to for at least twelve 
years more. These conditions do not 
‘4eom favourable for stability ; in fact, 
we may assume that, were it not for 
some nice adjustment of counteracting 

fluences, the dynasty would before 
this have come to an end. Yet it still 
continues, and apparently without any 
immediate sign of giving way. Woe 
imagine that the personal unpopularity 
of the present party in power has bad 
much to say to this. Had a man like 
the late Viceroy of Kiaugnan placed 
himself at the head of a popular move- 
ment, there would be little doubt as to 
tho result, but times have changed for 
the worse since his decease. The screw 
has been pat on everywhere to obtain 
means for overawing armaments, and 
what iu the long ran proves the most 
powerful interest in China, that of the 
trading classes, has been thoroughly 
alienated. The shortcomings of the 
present Government in the matter of 
the famine will probably leave their 
mark behind them ; so that altogether 
it will be a subject of wonder if the 
present condition of affairs can continue 
to exist much longer. Still there is 
no surety in estimating the probable 
course of Chinese politics. As Sherard 
Osborne remarked; after yon have 
carefally argued out the thing from a 
Enropean point of view, the chances 
are the course taken by the Chinese will 
be exactly opposite. 




















THR S. 8. N. CO. 
Tae vote passed at the meeting of 
S.S.N. shareholders on Friday, formally 
closed the business of a company which 
has been more prominently before the 
public than any other local enterprise, 
and whose extinction will be regarded 
with general regret. The Company 
originated in the association of a few 
private individuals, to buy steamers to 


run between the new ports on the Coast 
and the Yangtzo which the Treaty of 
Tieutsin had opened to trade. It was 
soon, however, resolved to expand tho 
enterprise, and on the 27th March, 
1862, the Shanghai Steam Navigation 
Company was organised, witha capital 
of Tis, 1,000,000 in a thousand shares 
of Tis. 1,000 each. But it was very 
far from enjoying, at the outset, the 
peaceful command of the river trade 
which afterwards secured it a season of 
splendid prosperity. Almost every 
second firm in Shanghai aought to share 
the profits that were anticipated from 
the new field of enterprise; and at one 
time the value of §.S.N. shares sank be- 
low Tis. 300. This competition was too 
severe to last, and the prospects of the 
Company began to improve. arly in 
1867, the agents saw their opportunity 
to assure its position by buying up the 
opposing steamers together with Messrs. 
Deut & Co.’s wharf and dock property, 
and practically securing a monopoly cf 
the Yangize trade, The transaction was 
effected in February of that year, and 
‘at the annual mecting-in March, an 
increase to the capital, by the issue of 
two hundred and fifty new shares, was 
agreed on.—The result fully justified 
the policy of this measure, and the 
Company entered uow on a brilliant 
course of prosperity. The profits 
realised in 1867 exceeded Tls. 800,000, 
out of which a stock dividend was 
declared of ‘Tis; 50 a share, to repre- 
sent the greatly increased property that 
had been acquired. At the same timo 
it was resolved to convert the shares 
from Tis. 1,000 into Tis. 100 sorip; thus 
enlarging the capital to Tis. 1,875,000 
in eighteen thousand seven hundred 
and fifty shares. A business which 
showed such results, however, was not 
likely to be left undisturbed; and the 
Union Steam Navigation Co. was started 
with a capital of Tis. 170,000, repre- 
sented by two steamers, to endeavour 
to obtain a share of the profits, The 
two companies worked amicably, and 
the competition did not materially 
decrease the profits of the S. S. N.; as 
the report for 1868 again showed 
profit of Tis, 751,776. And two more 
prosperous years, during which a hand. 
some reserve was built up and the 
fleot considerably increased, were held, 
in 1871, to justify a farther stock 
dividend of 20 per cent., which was 
next year also converted into capital 
stock, raising the total to its present 
figure of Tis. 2,250,000. It was ‘at 
the end of this year that sbares reached 
the extravagant price of 192 cash, and 
were sold in advance at 212 for 
the end of March. But then came the 
news that a powerful opposition was 
being organised in England, under the 
name of the China Navigation Com- 
pany, followed by a collapse which 
meant a loss of more than a million 
taels to holders of the stock. Still the 
opposition had not yet begun, and the 
report for 1872 not only showed 









ample assets in steamers, landed pro- 
perty, and plant, to cover the 
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Capital, but showed Tis. 1,000,000 
at Reserve, of which Tis. 800,000 
were in cash, or what .was its equi- 
valent, United .States Bonds—Tho 
subsequent, fortunes of the Company 
are fresh in the minds of our readers. 


The C.N, Company bought up the in- 


terests of the U. 8. N., and a. period 
sof sharp competition at greatly reduced 
rates, ensued. Eventually, however, 
an amicable arrangement was come 
to, aud shareholders had again reason 
to congratulate themselves ona term of 
moderate prosperity. But in the mean- 
time the Chinese Merchants’ Company 
made their appearance; .they were 
already competing. sharply for the 
northern trade, and.began. gradually 
to extend a claim to share also in that 
of the Yangtze. Still the S.S.N.con- 
trived to pay fair dividends, but on a 

owing margin; while 
losses and additions to their fleet had 
to be paid for out of Reserve, which 
was gradually reduced by half a million 
taels. It became evident that the carry- 
ing trade was overdone, and proposals 
from the Chinese for the purchase of 
the whole plant and property of the 
Company were entertained. ‘The sub- 
ject was, we believe, approached in the 
Spring of last year, and negociations 
‘assumed a substantial form in the 
autumn, when shares rose so rapidly from 
58 to 77 in market value. It was not 
however, till January of the present year 
that an agreement was come to by 
which the Managors of the C. M. S. N. 
Co,—backed it is understood, by 
Li |Hung-chang, Shen. Viceroy of 
Nanking, and Shen, late Taotai of 
Shangbai—agreed to tnke over the 
whole , possessions of the Compauy 
for, the sum of Ts. 2,000,000.—The 
gum of Tis. 418,000 which still 
remain in the shape of cash reserve, 
enables the return of. certainly par 
‘value to holders of shares, which were 
quoted only at Tis. 66 on the market 
when the agreement was concluded; 
so that . holders of the original 
thonsand-tael shares get 70 per cent. 
preminm on their investment, besides a 
probable margin of, two or three taels, 
at the final settlement. . The un- 
animity with which the shareholders 
voted. the acceptance of these terms 
shows that they think the Agents 
did wisely in counselling withdrawal 
from what threatened,.to be a severe 
and uncertain competition. It remains 
to be seen whether the.Chinese will be 
able to make their «new: purchase a 
Profitable investment.

‘THE CHINESE AND NEWSPAPERS. 
‘Tax now Blue Book on the Yinnan 
affair. brings .down the narrative of 
tho negotiations:regarding the Yiiuian 
outrage to.the end of June, in so far 
as Sir‘Thomas Wade's proceedings are 
concerned ; but stops short, so far as 
regards Mr. Grosvenor’s mission, with 
the, srrival of the. party. at Yiiunan-fu. 
‘The despatches now printedgiveinterest- 
ing details, of the progress of ,the nogo- 
tiations, but do not add much to what 














was already known of their general 
course. It is the narrative of Mr. 
Grosvenor’s experiences that was looked 
forward to with most interest, and the 
delay in its -publication is to be re- 
gretted. From one-source and another 
pretty good information was obtained 
of what .was going on at Peking, 
but of. Mr. Grosvenor’s mission and 
its results. we were. still in profound 
ignorance. That it had no very prac- 
tical results, is generally understood; but 
the narrative will still bave interest, 
and there are many matters upon which 
information is still lacking, that. the 
report. might be expected to supply. 
Historically, then, the despatches now 
published do not add much to our in- 
formation, nor afford much theme for 
additional comment ; but there are some 
curious incidents recorded, which de- 
serve to be placed in broader daylight, 
We should hardly, for instance, have 
expected to hear the Tichborne trial 
named by a Chinese, still less in con 
nexion with such a matter. Yet, we find 
Hoi, who was at that time the junior 
Envoy designate to Great Britain, 
mentioning it conversatioually to Mr. 
Hillier, as a proof that “even in Eng. 
land judicial enquiry was uot always 
successful.” We referred some time 
ago to the degree of attention foreign 
newspapers receive from the Chinese, 
and here is an instance how readily they 
can turn what they find there to their 
own purposes. We do not mean that 
Mr. Hsii attempted to urge the point 
as an important argament ; on the con- 
trary, his remark seems to have been 
mado in a very casual way. What is 
worth noting, merely, is the knowledge 
shown and the readiness to apply it. 
Sir Thomas Wado himself, too, in an 
earlier despatch to Lord Derby, refers 
to the effect of this novel kind of 
reading upon the minds of the Peking 
statesmen. The time has come, he 
writes, “ when the Chinese must be made 
distinctly to understand that if they 
trifle with us in this case, a severe 
chastisement will be inflicted upon 
the Government. To this understand. 
ing, what has fallen. from me, or 
what I have been instructed to write, 
has not contributed -more than a pass 
ing influence. Their long habituation 
to the near approach of dangers 
calculated to imperil the very existence 
of the Empire, bas confirmed them in 
their constitutional immobility. They 
are besides confirmed in their uu- 
willingness at all times to believe in 
the worst, by their faith in lick; and 
the tone of our newspaper articles and 
speeches, which, even when they dis- 
cover a determination perfectly in- 
telligible in England, to.exact what is 
due to us in this instance, scarcely ever 
fail to enlarge upon our consideration for 
China, our interests in the country, and 
our consequent unwillingness to strike, 
—=produces among the Chinese but one 
effect. The weight of the few words 
that, taken alone, are more or less 
intimidatory, is . entirely counter- 
balanced bythe expressions of good 
will and sympathy which Iam, as much 











as any man, delighted to think that we 
feel towards this nation.” It is easy 
to-understand how the stress ‘which was 
Isid in some Englishpapers on tho 
fear entertained in Downing Streot of 
shattering the dynssty by too rough 
handling, might go far to counteract the 
urgent representations of a. Minister. 
As Sir Thomas Wade points out, the 
indication of our unwillingness to strike 
would more than counterbalance the ex- 
pression of determination to exact what 
was due, with statesmen ao habituated to 
political dangers and so constitutionally 
immobile. ‘This reflection will no doubt 
go far to account for the reticence so 
carefully maintained at Peking during 
the progress of negotiations. It is 
easy to push this consideration to an 
extreme, and to incur an evil greater 
than that which it is sought to avoid. 
To withhold reliable.information is to 
risk the publication of incorrect state. 
ments ; and both these statements and 
the comments that might be mado 
upon them would be liable. to produce 
more misconception than a frank 
utterance of the trath. Still, one can 
understand the apprebension weighing 
upon a diplomatist’s mind. Whatever 
may be tho best immediate antidote, 
there is no doubt that misconception 
does arise, and, as we wrote some months 
ago, “it will not be till the Chinese are 
far more intimately acquainted ‘than 
they are at present, with foreign po- 
lities and modes of thonght, that the 
inconvenience will conso.” 

















THE TRADE OF HONGKONG. 

Iris difficult to invent a proposition 
so absurd that it can find no supporters. 
Even the idea of giving up Gibraltar 
was believed, a few yenrs ago, to find 
favour with-some Hnglish statesmen, 
And so Sir Arthur Kennedy told us, on 
the occasion of his departure for Aus- 
tralia, that not only had “a wonderful 
gentleman at Peking—a British sub- 
ject he believed still—recommended 

up Hongkong to China;” but 
na distinguished diplomatist” 
had been heard to back up the opinion, 
Were it not for the correspondence in 
the last Blue Book on the Blockade 
question, we should have thought it 
impossible that to a third person 
such an idea could have seemed 
other than the bad joke Sir Arthur 
Kennedy suggested it would appear 
to people geuerally ; but the tone 
of Sir Brooke Robertson’s despatches 
leads us to believe that he could be 
persuaded by: his Chinese friends 
to acquiesce in a surrender of 
the Colony rather than the Hoppo 
should. be deprived ‘of a portion of 
his revenue. However this may be, 
it is interesting to learn from the 
Harbour-Master’s report the extent of 
the trade which bas “grown up in 
five-and-thirty years, under English 
auspices. Excluding the junk trade, 
2,867 vessels, measuring’ 2,178,485 
tous, entered the port in 1876, being 
6.84 per cent: of vessels and 9.86. per

ABSTRACT OF PEKING GAZETTES. 


March 2nd-3rd.—Li Hung-chang, Gover- 
nor-General of Chihli, memorializes re- 
‘commending for honours and rewards the 
officers engaged under his direction last 
year, in superintending the construction of 
new embankment works on a portion of the 
course of the Yellow River. The portion 
in question is on the south bank of the 
river, in the Tung-ning district, where the 
work’ previously accomplished by means of 
the labour of the country-people was a 
mere outline of what was necessary, 
requiring reconstruction on a larger and 
more substantial scale, the earth needing to 
be rammed down into a solid condition, 
before it could assume a proper and durable 
form. The undertaking being one of such 
magnitude, whilst the people could not bo 
required a second time to devote themselves 
to the work, and no funds being available 
for the purpose in the public treasury, the 
only alternative was to make use of the 
services of the soldiery. ‘The Governor- 
General, accordingly, in, February, 1870, 
appointed General Liu Shéng-hiu, at the 
head of fourteen ying (of about 500 men 
each) of Southern troops ; and three Bri 
diers of the provincial forces, with six ying 
under their command, to proceed to the 
spot. where the works were required, 
and to set about the construction of the 
embankment. ‘The site of the works is 
a river-flat, formerly overflowed, the soil of 
which is loose sand, and in certain parts of 
which water was still lying. The energy 
displayed by the troops overcame, however, 
all obstacles, the ‘men working’ with the 
‘utmost zeal under the indefatigable superin- 
tendence of their officers, so that by 
the middle of May, the undertaking was 
complete. The embankment was upwards of 
sixty [i in length, 30 chang (say 50 fect) wide 
at the top, and 100 chang at bottom, with 
aheight of one chang fourcl'ih. At every 
10 chang distance a hillock of earth +t + 
(for use in effecting repairs on emergency) 
was placed, these hillocks numbering 1,091 
inall. After the completion of the embank- 
ment, the necessary vigilance was employed 
by the proper officials in watching over its 
safety ; and on successive occasions during 
the summer and autumn, viz., on the 6th 
and 22nd August, the 9th and’29th Sept., 
and the 15th and 18th October, the river rose 
with great violence, spreading its waters 
beyond the ordinary channne, and reach- 
ing a height of from five to eight ch'th 
alongside the embankment, Tic scour 
caused by the rush of waters was so great, 
that numbers of the protecting groynes 
were swept away, and the embankment 
itself was placed in imminent danger. The 
exertions of the officials, soldiery, and 
labourers in charge of the works alone 

During a violent 
storm, indeed, on 19th Oct., the whole force

The regular roads 
being, however, impeded, he went by sea 
to Tientsin, and thence by way of Chihli 
and Shansi into Mongolia, via Kwei-hwa 
Ch’éng. Having reached’ the neighbour- 
hood of Ku-chéng by the month of August, 
he found the roads blocked owing to 
tho Mahommedan outbreak, and in view 
of the impossibility of obtaining means 
of subsistence on the steppe and in the de- 
sert of Gobi, he was obliged to turn back 
without eflecting his purpose. After being 
appointed by H.E. Li Hung-chang to the 
post of Superintendent of the Arsenal at 
Shatighai, he was named in 1874 to fill the 
office of Taotai at Shanghai. ‘The thought 
that his father’s remains still lie at Ili, and 
that nothing is known as to the fate of his 
stepmother and his younger brother, has 
continued to oppress him by day and night 
and his filial emotions have prompted him, 
on learning by the Gazette that Urumtsi 
and Manas have been recaptured, to beg that 
leave be obtained for him to resign his office 
in order that he may proceed to Ili to recover 
and bring back the remains of his deceased 
father. The high authorities, in forwarding 
this application, commend the Taotai for 
the satisfactory discharge of his duty in } 
responsible post, and request that in liew 
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of vacating his appointment, he may re-

waa called for ao far back a the 10th Jan.y 
1866, on which dato a despatch was received 
from the Board of Works to the effect that 
the existing lantern-masts in the Temple 
showed signs of decay, and communicating 

‘opy of am Imperial rescript of assent to 
the Board’s proposal that fresh timbers 
should be called for from Sze-ch’wan or Hu- 
kwang. The dimensions of the timbers 
required were given as follows:—Six lengths, 
viz,, three for use and three as duplicates, 
of a length of ten chaing (140 feet) or up- 
wards, and tapering from two ch'th seven 
te'un, to one el’ih two f’un in diameter.

‘The first lot of timbers that were 
procured in the mountains of Sze-ch'wan 
‘was destroyed in the manner heretofore 
reported, whilst being floated down a series 
of rapids, only cloven of the smaller balks 
being recovered in a condition for use. 
‘The supply subsequently procured has now 
been sent forward as already reported.— 
(Soo Gazette of Feb. 16th.) 

March 8th.—(1) A decree commandin 
the acting-Governor of Shantung to forward 
to Jeh-ho for trial an individual named Sun 
Ngén-k'ing, heretofore stripped of his rank 
asa titular Secretary of the Board of Punish:

(2) Wén Kéh, acting Governor-General 
of Sze-ch'wan, memorializes with reference 
to the extra taxation legalized in that pro- 
vince since the period of the Taiping rebel- 
lion, It was arranged at that time, with 
Imperial sanction, that the land-tax should 
be doubled to meet the exigencies of the 
public servico, that is to say, for every tael 
of statutory land-tax, an additional tael was 
assessed under the head of tsin-tick YEA 
or auxiliary allowance. ‘Thelate Governor 
General Wu Tang represented in Novem- 
ber, 1874, the impossibility of dispensing 
with this extra assessment, in view of the 
lieavy demands upon the’ provincial ex- 
chequer which were authorized by the 
Board of Revenue ; and the present memo- 
rialist has now to state that, according 
toa report handed in by. the Lieutenant 
Governor, the receipts from the tsin ?ieh 
impost, from the commencement of the 























collection for 1876 down to the middle of 
December (end of the tenth moon), 
amounted to Tis. 406,369.5.3.6., in addition 
to which arrears due on account of preced- 
i rs_were collected to the amount of 
‘Tis. 174,675.8.6.9., making a total collec- 
tion of Tis. 581,045.4.0.5. From this sum, 
remittances have been made as follows : To

capital, Tls. 250,000 ; extra allowance (tsin 
fieh) supplementary to the pay of the 
Banner and Chinese regular troops of the 
province, Tis. 120,000; the same to the 
province of Kweichow, Tis. 80,000 :— 
making in all a sum of Tis. 450,000. ‘The 
remaining Tis. 130,000 and odd have been 
remitted, in obedience to the appropria- 
tions made by the Board of Revenue, 
on account of various public works and 
in aid of the military chest of different 
commands on offensive or defensive service. 
‘The amount of revenue derived from likin 
and the sales of titles is remitted as fast 
as it comes in, in obedience to the appro- 
priations of the Board, to Chihli, Yiinnan 
and Kweichow, Shensi and Kansuh, and 
the armies on the northern frontier. For 
the coming year, the extra impost will con- 
tinue to be levied on the same system as 
heretofore, and notices to this effect will be 
distributed throughout the province, ex- 
emptions to some extent being granted in 
districts where personal service in the way 
of porterage and the supply of animals for 
government use is required by regulation 
Along the principal lines of trafic, Iti 
noted that, in the report presented to 
the Throne in 1875 by Kwang Show, 
the President of the Board of War, (when 
sent on a mission of enquiry to Sze- 
ch'wan), the statement is made that no 
illicit practices, in the shape of devices for 
extortion under the name of fsin t'ieh im- 
posts, prevail in the province. Orders will 
now ‘be repeated, in obedience to the 
Imperial commands issued at. that timo, 
warning the district authorities against 
any indulgonee in practices of this kind. 

(8) Liu Ch’ang-yeo, Governor-General of 
Yuinnan, &c., memorializes observing that 
of late years the receipts from the likin 
collectorate in Yiinnan have been daily 
declining ; and although this is ascribable, 
no doubt, to the depopulated condition of 
tho province and the slackness of trade, 
misconduct on the part of the likin officials 
is also to be considered as a cause. An 
enquiry which he has instituted since his 
accession to office has led to the discovery 
of certain irregularities, although the nuni- 
ber of instances in which the tax-certificates 
produced from the various barriers and the 
amounts of money involved shew a dis- 
crepancy are not considerable. Two or 
three minor officials, against whom irregu- 
larities are alleged, are denounced, and 
they are directed, by rescript, to be stripped 
of their rank and placed on trial as re- 
quested.

AMATEUR PERFORMANCE OF 
CREATION.” - 

The amateur performance of Haydn's 
masterpiece, “The Creation,” was given at 
the Masonic Hall on Friday night, before 
an audience not so numerous as the 
magnitude of the undertaking, coupled 
with the object it was devised to assist, 
might have been expected to draw together. 
‘The hall had been prepared for the recep- 
tion of about 400 persons, but scarcely 300 
seats were occupied. The organ has been 
removed from its former out-of-the-way 
place in the loft, which, by the erection 
of a flight of seats, was converted 


vHE 
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into a -gallery capable of holding from 
thirty to forty persons, It will-at all future 
concerts be available for those who do not 
desire to appear en rigle, and is decidedly 
the best part of the hall for hearing—the 
reverberation, noticeable from the floor, be- 
ing scarcely perceptible. A spacious draped 
platform’ was erected at the other end of 
the hall for fhe accommodation of the 
singers, at the rear of which was the 
organ, forming an appropriate background, 
besides being a material reminder of the 
object of the concert—to aid the fund for 
the erection of a new organ in Holy Trinity 
Cathedral. « It front of it were grouped 
some 14 ladies and 15 gentlemen, the 
principals and chorus who find undertaken 
the not unambitious task of interpreting 
the magnificent numbers of the great com- 
poser, for the fist tine in Shanghai, "So 
far, the: tout ensemble left nothing to be 
desired. 

Owing, we suppose, to the want of abana, 
the splendid overture, representative of 
Chios, was omitted, ‘the oratorio being 
abruptly commenced’ with Raphael's bass 
vecitative ‘In the beginning,” which was 
given with a verve and finish that augured 
well for the success of the performance. 
he libretto being followed in its entirety, 
forbids wlenthened notice of the merits of 
each successive piece, but we may stop 
just to mention the second recitative and 
ait, for tenor, “ And God saw the light.” 
Both this and the opening one were sung 
by gentlemen of whom too little is heard 
aiusivally in public, in $0 admirable a style 
.as to almost cause a violation of the rule 
generally understood at sacred concerts— 
not to encore; the applause being loud 
and continued.” Gabriels ai, “The mir- 
vellous work behold’ amaz'd,” brought 
forward a lady who, although just recover- 
ing from severe indisposition, sang the mu 
so sweetly as to give earnest of the 
excellence she would attain in the more 
arduous sungs that were afterwards to fall 
tu her share. Tho lengthy and trying, but 
beautiful air, “ With verdure clad,” by: 
many judges considered the chef d'anere 
of the work, introduced another lady, of 
whose singing, in this and all that she 
undertook afterwards, it is not too much to 
say that it could scarcely be excelled in the 
ranks of amateurs. It is needless to say 
that the air was received with a loud burst of 
Spite. ‘The first part was brought to acon- 
clusion by tho well-known descriptive trio 
and chorus ‘‘ The Heavens are telling,” the 
latter being so popular and generally known 
that no instruction-book for the pianoforte 
would be considered complete without some 
arrangement of it. ‘The familiar notes were 
given with excellent precision, and were 
followed by loud tokens of approval. 

The second part opened with the recita~ 
tive describing the peopling of the waters, 
followed by the glorious air, On mighty 
pens,” which were nicely rendered, thou 
lacking suitable intrumental accom 
nient. The succeeding reeitative, 
God created great whales,” a noble com- 
position, was ably given by a gentlem 
whose skill is well known in conne 
with many evenings at home in the Far 
East—if the paradox can be allowed. His 
intonation’ and physique were marvellous, 
and, a he is by no means am sunatenr, it 
may with propriety be that he fully 
realised the expectations formed of him. 
‘The music ‘of this recitative could hardly 
have’ been better interpreted. Passi 
‘ever some good singing by those who 
previously appeared, we come to the splen- 
did tenor air, “In native worth,” sung by 
another gentleman whose voice is always 
heard in- any good cause, and who on this 
acuasion once ayain delighted his hearers. 
Commencing rather difidently, he soon 
warmed with the inspiration of the noble 
words and sonl-stirring notes, aud finished 
with a rich fulness of tone that won the 
unanimous approval of his hearers, who 
were hardly contented without a repetition. 
—TJhe second part concluded with the 
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striking chorus and trio, “ Achieved is the 
glorious work,” and “On Thee each living 
soul awaits,” both being given with much 
accuracy, and leaving little to be desired. 

Part the third beyam with the recitative, 
“Tn rosy mantle appears,” descriptive of 
the breaking of the day, and introducing 
Adam and Eve to Paradise. This delight- 
ful number was rendered with full justice 
by a gentleman whose wells of song are 
seemingly inexhaustible, but of whom, 
as we said before, too’ little is heard, 
Were it permitted to enter into the 
full spirit of criticism, it may reason- 
ably be said to be well-nigh impossible for 
this charming recitative, in which Haydn 
has given such play to the richness of his 
imagination as to aluost take the nmnber 
out of the category of solid recitative, to 
have been sung better. A little more atten- 
tion to articnlation would perhaps have 
been acceptable, but to range and purity 
‘of voice no exception could be offered. 
This part of the oratorio being of course 
devoted to the finished work of creation— 
the advent of Adam and Eve—is filled 
with their words of praise and thanks- 
giving to the Giver of all good, gradually 
working up and culminating in their 
realisation and enjoyment of the bliss 
allotted them, as illustrated in the ex- 
quisite duet, “The -dew-dropping morn,” 
{which with ‘the love-words of the thrice- 
happy pair preceding it, was given with 
such sweetness of expression as to fairly 
win over the audience, who responded with 
a perfect storm of’ repeated applause. 
‘The concluding chorus. “Sing the Lord 
ye voices all,” was sung with equal preci- 
ion to the preceding ones ; and we should 
ill perform our present duty were we to 
omit to offer a word of congratulation to 
the ladies and gentlemen who devoted so 
much time to what is undoubtedly hard 
work in not only mastering the music they 
undertook, but also in that attention to 
details without which chorus-singing be- 
comes merely a mass of incongruous sound.

ENGLISH JUSTICE. 

Tho Times reports at some length the 
ease quoted in several of the last home 
papers, where a tipsy Irishman knocked 
off the hat of one of the servants of 
the Chinese mission, and was sent to 
prison for two months with hard labour, 
for the offence! Here is the story — 
“At Marlborough-strect, yesterday, J. 
Donovan, an Irishman, was charged, before 
Mr. Knox, with being drunk and assaulting 
Chang Aimaon, servant to one of the 
Attachés of the Chinese Embassy. The 
complainant was sworn according to the 
Chinese custom. A saucor was broken, 
and he knelt while Dr. Macartney admini- 
stered the oath in this form—‘You shall 
tell the truth, the whole truth ; the sancer 
is cracked, and if you do not tell the truth, 
you shall be cracked, like the saucer.” 
The complainant then said that about 
2 o'clock the previous afternoon he was 
walking in Osford-sireet with a friend, 





























when the prisoner came up and struck him 
heavily on the head, knocking off his cap. 
A bystander, who saw the assault, called 
@ constable and gave the prisoner into 
custody. Yang Ksi, another servant of one 
of the Attachés of the Embassy, was with 
his friend, the complainant, walking a stey 
or two behind. ‘The prisoner came up an 
he distinctly saw him strike the complainant 
on the head with suflicient foree to knock 
off his cap. , Frederick Hedge, of 6, Castle- 
street East, said he was in Oxford-strect 
the previous afternoon, near Vere-strect, 
where he saw the Chinese walking quietly 
along. The defendant passed them, and 
deliberately turned round and struck the 
complainait on the head—it appeared as 
with his open hand, knocking the com- 
plainant’s hat off. He seized the prisoner, 
and detained him until a constable came. 
Replying to Mr. Knox, witness said the 
prisoner was quite drunk, and when stopped 

id he did it because he’ “did not like the 
religion of those people.” The prisoner 
said he was under the influence of drink, 
and what he did was more out of play than 
anything else, He know he had no business 
to do what he did. Mr. Knox regretted 
the occurrence, nut for sake of the prisoner, 
but for the stke of the character of the 
country. ‘The Chinese Ambassador, with 
his servants, had just landed in England, 
and about the first day afterwards one of 
his servants was made the vieti 
abominable conduct of the prisoner. His 
sentence would show that magistrates were 
determined to protect strangers in London. 
‘The prisoner would be committed for two 
months with hard Inbour, Dr. Macartney, 
who is attached to the Legation, said,’ on 
the part of the Chinese Embassy, he wished 
to express his thanks to several’ gentlemen 
who had witnested the assault, and who 
were prepared, if necessary, to’ attend to 
give evidence: Mr. Knox desired: Dr. 
Macartney to convey to the Chinese 
attendants that they would receive full pro- 
tection, and to the Chinese Ambassador that 
every magistrate would take care that punish- 
ment should follow any act of molestation.” 
Everyone will agree with the magistrate 
that ‘the conduct of the prisoner was very 
bad, and deserved sharp punishment—the 
more so that it indirectly affects the char- 
acter of his countrymen—all of whom will 
suffer in the estimation of their visitors, 
from the bad behaviour of Mr, Donovan, 
But to give a man two months for what 
was evidently done more as a drunken 
frolic than from any malice, swwours of truck- 
ling. If an Englishman had had his hat 
similarly knocked off, the assailant would 
have probably been ‘fined 5s. ; and why 
Pat shonld be imprisoned for two months 
with hard labour because the Chinese Am- 
Dassador had the previous day Ianded in 
Eogland—a fact of which he probably was 
wholly unaware, passes comprehension,— 
The offence was ‘certainly worse as towards 
the Chinaman, than if an Englishman had 
been in case, because the moral effect 
would be bad; but there was not the 
difference between a 5s. fine and 2 months’ 
hard labour, We believe in the doctrine of 
“hospitality to the stranger from afar,” 
but not to this extent. If a crowd of 
Chinamen attacked a foreigner here with 
bamboos, they would hardly get so 
nich ; yet in this case there was no harm 
done af all. ‘There seems to be no ac- 
cusation of a serious Ulow ; it is only an 
impertinence—scareely worse than the epi- 
thet of la-lee-loong which salutes every 
foreigner who walks in the country round 
Shanghai, and which no attempt is ever 
made to suppress,

+ unsiukable, ‘Their use outside it is calculated, 
would add fully 25 per cent. to the carrying 
capacity of a boat. ‘They would act as fenders, 
and effectually ‘prevent capsizing, Should 
the latter contingency ocour, the hand lines on 
the cones would be of great service, as they 
could be easily caught by those who chanced 
to be thrown into the water. ‘The plan has 
been inveuted by a Melbourne firm, and seems 
imple enough and ine hew compared 
the cost of other lit ug appliances.

‘Thove 
which look as though they had been cut or 
carved with.a knife are false. Brassware that 
has been under water for » thousand years 
becomes a darker green, like the rind of a 
water melon, .and has’ the moist, shining 
appearance of jade, If tho brass ‘bas been 
immersed less than a thousand years, the 
colour becomes green, Lut it has uo gloss; 
it is like the bri has been eaten away 
by the earth. People in the present day say 
that lightness is » proof of genuineness ; but 
they do not know that when brass which is 
Jarge and thick has been buried in the earth 
for a lovg time the rust ouly wears away a 
third part of tho’ surface-matter, the sub- 
stance of the metal is still there. Periaps 
oven half the surface-matter is corruded. 
‘Things which are small aud thin cau easily 
lose their: natural properties altogether by 
being long buried under ground or immersed 
in water, and do not look like brass. ‘They 
become of «green colour right through. Or 
again, there ‘may be something like a thread 
running through them, of a red colour, and 
when struck they atill give forth the tinkding 
sound of brass, Those which have been in 
active use in the world, without being buried 
in ther earth or water, become of deep 
brown colour, and acquire small flecks of re 
oxide or vermilion on the surface, which 
appear iu a convex form. If put into a pot 
and boiled for a long time, the scarlet colour 
becomes -still-- more visible. In imitation 
antiques, these:fiecks appear ouly outside.
